THE bijrth of ihe new year, as 
we are well assare. la varioasiy 
celebrsted, but how many 
people know of the manner in which 
the -momecitous date Is set? Do you 
realize that the new year is really 
hours old before tiw great, bulk a( the 
civilized woiid la aUa to eatobrate Its 
arrival? 

Priority to rejoicing over the evert 
is actually ghten to the antsiUNred in- 
iiid>Hants of the Mande of the South 
Pacific. The first of the civilized world 
to greet 1921 was the people of the far 
away New Zealand. Sweeping west- 
wand, the change «f date croaaed Asia 
and tiMD the eld mbtld of Borope and 
Aftrlca before starting over the Atlan- 
tic to America. Onward It sped at the 
rate of a thousand miles an hour until 
the iiat day of ^ new year died away 
bi the middle at tbe Paeillc. , 

In the United States the Idea of an- 
nouncing broadcast over tbe land the 
birth of tt>e new year originated with 
tl|e ofllcen In charge of tbe naval ob- 
aervatofy ia Washington. About 15 
years ago It was suggested that the 
telegraph companies dispatch at mld- 
Bigbt from Washlngtan a aorlea 9f Idf 
nais proclaiming tbe exnat moment of 
^e new year's beginning. The Idea 
W£« taken up and signals were sent 
ouf at midnight and at one, two and 
thraer o'clock In the momuig teXUiw- 
Ing in order that each great time di- 
vision of the United States should re- 
ceive its own appropriate aridnlght 
signals from the capital.
